This  year  we  had  a  very  active  summer  program.  Over  thirty  children  took 
part  in  the  reading  program  "Dive  into  summer— READ!"  Each  child  contracted 
with  the  librarian  to  read  an  appropriate  number  of  books  for  both  his 
enthusiasm  and  grade  level.   In  addition,  each  child  agreed  to  do  a  certain 
number  of  creative  things  (pictures,  poems,  stories,  etc.)  to  tell  about 
some  of  the  books  he/she  had  read.  We  made  two  special  trips.  One  trip 
was  to  the  Lone  Oak  to  see  them  making  ice  cream  and  the  other  was  to  the 
Channel  11  studios  in  Durham.  Bearly  Kids  Bookstore  in  Portsmouth  provided 
paperback  books  for  each  of  our  Bookmark  Contest  winners.

Story  hours  continued  both  winter  and  summer,  with  a  bigger  group  than 
ever  starting  in  the  fall  of  1984.  We've  had  lots  more  parent  help  this 
year,  and  we  thank  all  of  you  for  your  time  and  interest. 

A  large  group  of  enthusiastic,  energetic  children  took  part  in  the  Summerfest 
Parade.  Our  theme  was  "All  year  'round-fun  things  happen  at  the  library!" 
The  children  and  parents  that  helped  with  this  did  a  wonderful  job.  It 
was,  as  usual,  one  of  the  hottest  days  of  the  year! 

New  additions  to  our  library  for  1984  included  an  electronic  typewriter 
which  has  made  cataloging  much  easier.  We  also  added  beanbag  chairs  and 
a  book  browser  to  the  Childrens  Room. 

Our  library  Friends  held  many  interesting  programs  this  year.  They  invited 
Kathy  Hodgeman  to  speak  on  childrens  books,  Robin  Bellantone  from  Salamgndra 
Glass,  Winnie  Slocum  to  speak  on  England  and  Scotland,  Jim  Verschueren 
from  the  Elderhostel  office  at  UNH,  and,  with  the  N.H.  Council  on  the  Humanities, 
sponsored  a  program  on  Robert  Frost  with  Professor  Wesley  McNair  of  Dartmouth 
College.  The  Book,  Bake  and  Plant  Sale,  the  work  sessions,  crafts  programs, 
and  the  Christmas  Open  House  were  a  great  success. 

Numerous  gifts  were  presented  to  the  library,  ranging  from  special  books 
to  new  carpet  squares,  plants  to  Christmas  ornaments.  We  thank  you  all 
for  your  generosity.  Special  thanks  to  the  Garden  of  Eves  for  flowers 
and  pumpkins,  the  Retired  Teachers  Honor  Society  for  a  gorgeous  Hiawatha, 
and  the  Junior  Women's  Club  for  a  new  Heidi . 

We  look  forward  to  seeing  all  of  you  in  the  library.  If  you  haven't  visited 
us  lately,  please  make  it  a  point  to  come  and  see  what's  new  at  YOUR  library.

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PLANNING  BOARD  REPORT  1984 

During  1984  the  members  of  the  planning  board  attended  twelve 
regular  and  six  special  meetings.  Hearings  were  held  for  five 
sub- divisions ,  all  being  approved.  Six  occupancy  permits  and 
one  lot  line  change  were  granted. 

We  have  had  to  make  decisions  that  technically  meet  the  regu- 
lations but  seem  not  in  the  best  interest  of  the  Town.  Often 
the  regulations  must  be  interpreted  by  town  council  and  several 
visits  to  the  site  made  before  action  can  be  taken.  Road  and 
ditch  construction  must  be  checked  and  they  must  meet  specif- 
ications before  being  accepted  by  the  Town.  Most  of  the  field 
checks  are  made  by  the  Road  Agent,  final  acceptance  by  the  town 
must  be  with  approval  of  a  Rep.  of  the  selectmen,  the  Road 
Agent  and  the  chairman  of  the  Planning  Board. 

Three  proposed  amendments  to  the  town  zoning  ordinance  will  be 

voted  on  at  the  March  town  meeting. 

#1  -  Extending  the  commercial  zone  1600  feet  along  Breakfast 

Hill  Road  starting  at  route  one  was  presented  by  petition 

and  not  recommended  by  the  Planning  Board. 
#2  -  To  require  a  valid  inspection  sticker  to  indicate  road 

ability  of  motor  vehicles  is  recommended  by  the  Planning 

Baord. 
#3  -  To  allow  a  max.  of  670  slope  on  minor  town  roads.  This  is 

a  change  from  8%  and  is  recommended  by  the  Planning  Board. 

We  thank  everyone  for  their  understanding  and  support  and  urge 
you  to  exercise  your  voting  right  in  March.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 

Shortly  after  the  1984  Town  meeting  Selectment  David  Richards 
resigned  from  office  for  business  reasons.  Selectmen  Richard 
Rugg  and  Wayne  Vetter  appointed  former  Selectmen  Ranee  Collins 
to  fill  out  the  remainder  of  the  year.  To  properly  get  the 
rotation  of  Selectmen  back  on  schedule  there  will  be  openings 
for  a  one-year  term  and  a  three-year  term  at  the  1985  March 
elections . 

During  the  year  1984  the  town  purchased  a  new  police  cruiser. 
The  new  cruiser  has  proven  to  be  an  extremely  efficient  auto- 
mobile to  operate  and  maintain. 

Resurfacing  was  completed  on  Rolston  Ave.,  Brown  Ave.  and  Park 
Ave.  Due  to  the  installation  of  a  new  water  main  in  Downs  Ave. 
late  in  the  fall  it  was  determined  that  it  would  be  better  to 
allow  a  year  for  ditch  settlement  prior  to  resurfacing  there. 
Downs  Ave.  will  be  resufaced  in  1985. 

The  long  awaited  cable  TV  installation  is  on  hold  awaiting 
Public  Service  Company  who  must  change  over  their  wires  on  all 
of  the  newly  installed  poles  in  town.  Mr.  Wayne  Brooks  at 
Public  Service  Company  stated  that  he  is  working  on  the  pro- 
ject at  least  two  days  per  week  and  should  any  one  desire  to 
discuss  the  schedule  with  him  feel  free  to  call  him  at 
436-5660. 

Please  set  aside  time  to  vote  on  Tuesday,  March  12th  between 
the  hours  of  10  AM  and  6  PM. 

Also  plan  to  attend  the  business  portion  of  the  Town  meeting 
which  will  convene  at  8  PM  on  Thursday,  March  14th.

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POLICE  DEPARTMENT  REPORT 

The  year  ending  saw  a  few  changes  in  the  Police  Department,  some 
were  beneficial  and  others  were  not. 

The  Town  authorized  the  purchase  of  a  Volvo  cruiser  this  year  and 
we  placed  it  in  service  in  June.  It  has  been  driven  13,000  miles 
by  year-end.  A  considerable  savings  in  the  gasoline  and  cruiser 
repair  accounts  have  been  noticed. 

As  were  several  area  Departments,  we  were  encouraged  to  implement 
a  "Child  Identification  Program"  in  the  light  of  the  recent 
increase  of  crimes  against  children.  With  the  assistance  of  the 
Jr.  Woman's  Club,  all  pre-school  and  first  grade  students  were 
fingerprinted.  It  is  our  hope  that  in  time,  every  Greenland  child 
will  be  fingerprinted  for  obvious  safety  reasons. 

Each  year  I  find  myself  introducing  another  replacement  Police 
Officer.  This  year  won't  be  any  different,  I'm  afraid,  other  than 
I  will  be  introducing  TWO  replacement  Police  Officers. 

1984  saw  two  officers  leave  the  department,  one  shortly  after 
completing  the  Police  Academy  and  receiving  his  certification. 
During  the  last  nine  years  I  have  seen  seven  full-time  officers 
leave  our  department,  primarily  due  to  better  benefits  being 
offered  by  neighboring  departments. 

The  police  budget  for  1985  addresses  these  benefits  such  as  offer- 
ing each  officer  holidays  and  vacations.  I  hope  this  will  re- 
ceive your  support. 

Many  of  you  have  already  met  our  newest  officers,  Sergeant  Lester 
Heath  and  Officer  Mark  Todd. 

Lester  comes  to  our  Department  after  having  started  his  career  in 
Law  Enforcement  in  1970  and  serving  with  Newmarket  then  Sandwich 
and  Hindsdale,  NH  as  their  Chief  of  Police.  Mark  has  worked  with 
the  Raymond  Police  Department  for  seven  years.  Both  officers  are 
Certified  by  the  NH  Police  Standards  and  Training  and  have  com- 
pleted several  specialist  schools  to  better  serve  our  Community. 

During  the  constant  changeover  of  personnel  this  year  we  were 
without  at  least  one  Officer  for  a  period  of  seven  months. 

In  1984  the  Department  recorded  40,545  miles,  handled  56  arrests 
and  issued  330  summonses.  We  investigated  79  motor  vehicle  acci- 
dents and  offered  assistance  to  residents  on  308  occasions. 
Officers  responded  to  147  false  burglar  alarms ,  15  suspicious  per- 
sons reports,  towed  18  motor  vehicles,  made  32  house  checks  and 
discovered  25  unsecured  buildings.  We  handled  35  theft  reports, 
one  suicide  and  one  untimely  death. 
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I  feel  a  great  sense  of  pride  in  our  Department  which  I  think 
had  resulted  from  working  closely  with  all  other  Departments, 
Fire,  Ambulance,  Highway,  Town  Office  and  Selectmen.  It  is  my 
belief  that  no  Department  is  any  better  than  the  support  it 
gets. 

Once  again,  our  aim  is  to  provide  the  best  possible  service 
and  protection  for  Greenland.  We  take  our  responsibilities  very 
seriously  and  your  continued  support  is  greatly  appreciated.

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The  Department  is  still  in  need  of  personnel  to  bolster  our  day- 
time coverage,  especially  the  medical  service.   As  I  emphasize 
each  year,  this  is  an  all  VOLUNTEER  department  and  to  remain  so, 
we  must  have  people  willing  to  give  of  their  time  to  train  and 
become  proficient  in  the  various  skills  required.   During  1984, 
the  men  and  women  of  the  department  contributed  over  4000  hours 
in  answering  alarms,  training  and  equipment  checks. 

The  fire  department  is  recommending  to  the  community  that  Engine  3, 
which  is  25  years  old  and  Tank  1,  which  is  33  years  old,  be  replaced 
in  1985.   We  firmly  believe  it  is  to  the  taxpayer's  advantage  to 
replace  these  vehicles  this  year,  both  from  a  financial  as  well  as 
a  safety  standpoint.   The  proposal  will  appear  as  a  warrant  article 
to  be  acted  on  at  Town  Meeting.   The  purchase  of  these  vehicles 
will  not  increase  the  tax  rate.   Further  information  detailing  the 
proposal  will  be  forthcoming  in  a  letter  from  me  to  all  residents 
of  the  community.   Please  feel  free  to  contact  me  or  any  member  c 
the  fire  department,  if  you  have  any  questions  regarding  the  re- 
commendation . 

A  reminder  that  you  must  have  a  permit  before  purchasing  a  Kerosene 
heater.   Also,  smoke  detectors  are  required  in  all  rental  property 
and  in  all  new  construction.   If  you  have  any  concerns  pertaining 
to  this  or  other  fire  safety  questions,  please  contact  me  or  Capt. 
Jack  Driscoll,  Fire  Prevention  Officer. 

As  always,  my  public  thanks  to  the  men  and  women  of  the  fire  de- 
partment, who  have  given  of  themselves  for  the  protection  and 
well  being  of  the  community.

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REPORT  OF  THE  TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 
AND  STATE  FOREST  RANGER 

Our  first  forest  fire  prevention  law  was  enacted  by  our  State 
Legislature  90  years  ago.  This  early  law  set  in  place  a  coop- 
erative forest  fire  prevention  and  suppression  effort  between 
city  and  town  governments  and  State  government.  It  simply  stated 
that  no  open  fire  could  be  kindled,  when  the  ground  is  free  of 
snow,  without  the  written  permission  of  the  town/city  Forest 
Fire  Warden.  This  law  also  stated  that  anyone  kindling  a  fire 
without  written  permission  shall  be  liable  for  the  damage 
caused  and  subject  to  a  $1000  fine. 

During  the  past  90  years,  this  law  has  worked  so  well  that  it 
has  remained  unchanged.  All  open  fires  when  the  ground  is  not 
covered  with  snow  must  be  authorized  by  the  local  Forest  Fire 
Warden.  Persons  kindling  a  fire  without  a  permit  when  one  is 
required  are  liable  for  damages  caused,  fire  suppression  costs 
and  subject  to  a  $1000  fine. 

This  cooperative  fire  prevention  law  has  contributed  signific- 
antly to  our  nationally  recognized  annual  forest  fire  loss 
record.

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MOSQUITO  CONTROL  REPORT 

There  is  a  new  wave  in  mosquito  control  worldwide.  Efforts  are 
centering  on  the  use  of  biological  agents  for  controlling  mos- 
quito immatures  found  in  stagnant  waters.  During  the  1984 
season,  various  new  biological  insecticides  were  used  with 
great  results  in  Greenland.  A  bacterial  disease  in  insecticide 
which  is  specific  to  mosquito  immatures  was  used  in  roadside 
and  forest  pools.  It  controlled  the  mosquitos  without  damaging 
other  animal  life,  including  other  insects. 

Many  new  breeding  areas  were  discovered  in  1984.  Specimens  were 
collected  and  identified  and  control  measures  were  completed. 
The  tremendous  amount  of  rain  during  the  spring  resulted  in  a 
"banner  year"  for  mosquito  breeding.  With  hard  word  and  patience, 
the  mosquito  crew  was  able  to  control  all  the  major  breeding 
areas,  including  the  large  salt  marsh  breeding  sites.

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REPORT  OF  THE  LAMPREY  REGIONAL  SOLID  WASTE  COOPERATIVE 

The  Directors  of  the  Lamprey  Regional  Solid  Waste  Cooperative  are 
pleased  to  report  that  the  incinerator/energy  recovery  plant 
located  on  the  University  of  New  Hampshire  campus  is  operating  on 
a  continuous  twenty- four  hour,  seven  day  a  week  schedule. 

The  day-to-day  operation  is  carried  out  under  the  supervision  of 
the  Cooperative's  Administrator,  under  the  general  supervisory 
control  of  the  three-member  Operations  Committee  from  the  Joint 
Board  of  Directors.  The  plant  personnel,  in  addition  to  the  Ad- 
ministrator, includes  two  mechanics,  a  truck  driver,  two  daily 
shifts  of  12  hours  each  involving  8  persons,  plus  daily  clean-up 
crew.  This  organization  operates  the  incinerator  system,  maintains 
records,  and  coordinates  with  the  University's  Power  Plant  staff 
to  monitor  the  boiler  and  steam. production  elements  of  the  plant. 
The  Cooperative's  organization  also  handles  the  collection  of 
refuse  from  the  transfer  stations  of  five  communities,  and 
handles  the  ash  removal  and  its  transfer  to  the  landfill  site. 

During  1984  modifications  were  made  to  plant  piping  which  has  in- 
creased steam  production  and  revenue.  Preventive  maintenance  dur- 
ing the  year  included  replacing  the  refractory  in  the  three  lower 
chambers  and  it  is  anticipated  that  the  upper  chambers  will  be 
done  in  1985. 

The  latest  word  received  from  the  University  Concerning  Cogenera- 
tion  is  that  UNH  will  quite  likely  purchase  and  maintain  the 
turbine  and  generator  which  will  provide  the  Cooperative  with  a 
market  for  excess  steam  during  the  warmer  months. 

The  operations  committee  welcomes  Norman  LeClerc  of  Somersworth  as 
a  member  and  wishes  to  say  Thank  you  to  Robert  Lowe  of  Northwood 
for  his  years  of  assistance  on  the  Committee. 

The  Directors  of  the  Cooperative  wish  to  express  their  deep 
appreciation  for  the  assistance  given  their  efforts  by  the  Uni- 
versity's staff  as  well  as  the  officers  and  personnel  of  the  co- 
operating towns.  Every  effort  will  be  continued  to  keep  the  resi- 
dents of  the  region  informed  of  the  progress  in  the  collection, 
processing  and  disposal  of  the  waste  which  is  being  handled  at 
the  plant.

SUMMARY  OF  SIGNIFICANT  ACCOUNTING  POLICIES 

Fund  Accounting 

The  diverse  nature  of  governmental  operations  and  the  necessity 
of  determining  compliance  with  legal  provisions  requires  modification 
of  accounting  systems  commonly  used  by  commercial  enterprises.   Rather 
than  establishing  a  single  unified  set  of  accounts  to  record  and  sum- 
marize all  financial  transactions,  the  accounts  of  the  Town  are  organ- 
ized on  the  basis  of  funds,  each  of  which  is  considered  a  separate 
entity  with  self -balancing  accounts  that  comprise  its  assets,  liabili- 
ties, fund  balance,  revenues  and  expenditures,  including  obligations 
and  transfers.  Government  resources  are  allocated  to  and  accounted 
for  in  individual  funds  based  upon  the  purposes  for  which  they  are  to 
be  spent  and  the  means  by  which  spending  activities  are  controlled. 
The  various  funds  are  grouped,  in  the  financial  statements  in  this 
report,  as  follows: 

Governmental  Funds 

General  Fund  -  The  General  Fund  is  the  general  operating  fund 
of  the  Town.   It  is  used  to  account  for  all  financial  resources  except 
those  required  to  be  accounted  for  in  another  fund. 

Special  Revenue  Funds  -  Special  Revenue  Funds  are  used  to  account 
for  the  proceeds  of  specific  revenue  sources  (other  than  special  assess- 
ments, expendable  trusts,  or  major  capital  projects)  that  are  legally 
restricted  to  expenditures  for  specified  purposes. 

Fiduciary  Funds 

Trust  &  Agency  Funds  -  Trust  &  Agency  Funds  are  used  to  account  for 
assets  held  by  the  Town  in  a  trustee  capacity  or  as  an  agent  for  other 
governmental  units.  These  include  Expendable  Trusts,  Non-expendable 
Trusts  and  Agency  Funds.  Non-expendable  Trusts  are  accounted  for  in 
essentially  the  same  manner  as  proprietary  funds,  while  Expendable 
Trusts  are  accounted  for  similar  to  governmental  funds.  Agency  Funds 
are  custodial  in  nature  (assets  equal  liabilities)  and  do  not  involve 
measurement  of  results  of  operations. 

Basis  of  Accounting 

Basis  of  accounting  refers  to  when  revenues  and  expenditures  or 
expenses  are  recognized  in  the  accounts  and  reported  in  the  financial 
statements.  Basis  of  accounting  relates  to  the  timing  of  the  measure- 
ments made,  regardless  of  the  measurement  focus  applied.

Basis  of  Accounting  (Cont'd) 

All  Governmental  Funds  and  Expendable  Trust  Funds  are  accounted 
for  using  the  modified  accrual  basis  of  accounting.   Their  revenues 
are  recognized  when  they  become  measurable  and  available  as  net  cur- 
rent assets.   Taxpayer-assessed  income,  gross  receipts  and  sales  taxes 
are  considered  "measurable"  when  in  the  hands  of  intermediary  collect- 
ing governments  and  are  recognized  as  revenue  at  that  time.   Antici- 
pated refunds  of  such  taxes  are  recorded  as  liabilities  and  reductions 
of  revenue  when  they  are  measurable  and  their  validity  seems  certain. 

Expenditures  are  generally  recognized  under  the  modified  accrual 
basis  of  accounting  when  the  related  fund  liability  is  incurred.   Excep- 
tions to  this  general  rule  include:   (1)  accumulated  unpaid  vacations, 
sick  pay  and  other  employee  amounts  which  are  not  accrued;  and  (2)  prin- 
cipal and  interest  on  general  long-term  debt  which  is  recognized  when  due. 

All  proprietary  funds  and  Non-expendable  Trust  and  Pension  Trust 
Funds  are  accounted  for  using  the  accrual  basis  of  accounting.   Their 
revenues  are  recognized  when  they  are  earned  and  their  expenses  are 
recognized  when  they  are  incurred. 

Fixed  Assets 

The  Town  does  not  maintain  a  record  of  its  general  fixed  assets 
and  accordingly  a  statement  of  general  fixed  assets  required  by  generally 
accepted  accounting  principles  is  not  presented  in  the  financial  statements. 

APPROPRIATED  FUND  BALANCE 

The  appropriated  fund  balance  of  the  General  Fund  represents  the 
unexpended  balances  of  current  and  prior  years'  special  appropriations 
for  the  following  purpose.

General  governmental  liabilities  for  retirement  of  long-term  debt 
are  accounted  for  in  the  General  Long-Term  Debt  Group  of  accounts.   Amounts 
due  in  future  periods  are  provided  by  appropriation  and  become  part  of  the 
funds  raised  through  taxes.   The  Town's  obligation  at  December  31,  1983, 
consist  of:

Total  columns  on  the  Combined  Statements  -  Overview  are  cap- 
tioned "Memorandum  Only"  to  indicate  that  they  are  presented  only 
to  facilitate  financial  analysis.   Data  in  these  columns  do  not 
present  financial  position,  results  of  operations  or  changes  in 
financial  position  in  conformity  with  generally  accepted  accounting 
principles.   Neither  is  such  data  comparable  to  a  consolidation. 
Interfund  eliminations  have  not  been  made  in  the  aggregation  of 
this  data. 

5.  CONTINGENCIES 


Public  Service  Company  of  New  Hampshire  (PSC)  has  protested 
the  method  by  which  it  was  assessed  for  property  tax  purposes. 
PSC  believes  its  assessment  should  be  its  net  book  value.   The 
Town,  however,  assesses  it  as  approximate  market  value  (the  same 
method  as  the  rest  of  the  Town) . 

PSC  has  protested  its  assessments  since  1973.   The  New  Hampshire 
Supreme  Court  (Docket  No.  7535)  has  denied  such  protests  through  1977 
The  Board  of  Taxation  has  also  denied  abatement  for  the  year  1980 
and  attorneys  have  filed  motions  to  cover  the  prior  years'  cases.

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MINUTES  OF  THE  GREENLAND  SCHOOL  DISTRICT  MEETING  March  10,  1984 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Greenland  School  District  held  at  the  Greenland  Central  School  on 
March  10,  1984  at  8:00  p.m.,  Moderator  Robert  Steuk  called  the  meeting  to  order.  The 
Invocation  was  given  by  Reverend  Jeff  Evans.  Mr.  Steuk  introduced  the  school  board 
members--Marc  Smith,  Jane  Gouzoules,  Herbert  Wilson;  School  District  Clerk,  Jane  Palmer; 
School  District  Treasurer,  Frances  Thompson. 

The  legal  voters  present  voted  on  the  following  articles  after  the  reading  of  the 
Warrant  by  Mr.  Steuk: 

ARTICLE  I— Motion  was  made  by  Herbert  Wilson,  seconded  by  Mr.  Cotts,  to  hear  the  reports 
of  agents,  auditors,  committees  or  officers  heretofore  chosen  and  pass  any  vote  relating 
thereto.  Vote  in  the  affirmative. 

ARTICLE  II — Motion  was  made  by  Marc  Smith,  seconded  by  Deborah  Brown,  for  the  district 
to  vote  to  authorize  the  school  board  to  receive  and  expend  on  behalf  of  the  district, 
any  or  all  grants,  or  offers  for  educational  purposes  which  may  now  or  hereafter  be 
fortcoming  from  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  or  any  agencies  thereof,  the  United  States 
Government  or  any  agencies  thereof,  or  any  private  agnecy.  Vote  in  the  Affirmative. 

ARTICLE  Ill—Motion  was  made  by  Marc  Smith,  seconded  by  Donald  Ladd,  for  the  district  to 
raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  three  thousand  seven  hundred  dollars  ($3,700)  for  the 
purpose  of  insulating  the  attic  floor  in  the  1918  section  of  the  Greenland  Central 
School.  There  was  no  discussion.  Vote  in  the  affirmative. 

ARTICLE  IV— Motion  was  made  by  Jane  Gouzoules  for  the  district  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  six  thousand  dollars  ($6,000)  for  the  purpose  of  purchasing  computer  hardware 
and  software  to  be  used  with  existing  equipment  for  instructional  purposes.  However, 
it  was  pointed  out  according  to  last  year's  minutes,  the  sum  should  be  four  thousand 
dollars  ($4,000)  the  figure  voted  on  and  agreed  to  at  the  1983  district  meeting.  The 
motion  was  then  amended  by  Herbert  Wilson  to  read  four  thousand  dollars  ($4,000),  and  was 
seconded  by  Jarib  Sanderson.  Vote  in  the  affirmative. 

ARTICLE  V— Motion  was  made  by  Becky  Thompson,  seconded  by  Carol  Hawkins,  to  have  the 
district  begin  a  public  kindergarten  program  and  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  not  to 
exceed  thirty- four  thousand  four  hu.idred  fifty  dollars  ($34,450)  for  the  1984-85  school 
year  for  this  purpose.  Much  discussion  followed. 

The  breakdown  of  expenses  include:  $14,000  busing  expenses  incurred  for  the 
additional  midday  runs;  $2,500  for  equipment—the  balance  to  go  for  a  teacher  with 
five  years  experience. 

There  was  concern  expressed  regarding  the  effect  on  the  taxes. 

One  opinion:  "unreasonable  for  the  town  to  pick  up  the  tab  for  parents;  unnecessary 
luxury." 

Another  concern  was  expending  $14,000  for  busing  kindergarten  students  when  the 
town  does  not  pay  for  their  high  school  students. 

Busing  is  not  mandatory  for  the  kindergarten  students  because  attending  kindergarten 
is  not  mandatory. 

Voters  also  assured  that  whatever  amount  was  voted  on  would  have  to  be  adhered 
to— could  not  be  exceeded. 
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Motion  was  made  and  seconded  to  amend  the  above  article  to  exclude  the  fourteen  thousand 
dollar  ($14,000)  cost  for  transportation.  Vote  taken  on  the  amendment  required  a  show 
of  hands.  Approved— 81 ,  Opposed--!!! . 

Amended  article  did  not  pass  and  discussion  continued  on  the  original  Article  V. 
A  request  was  made  for  a  secret  ballot  on  the  above  article;  signed  petition  for 
same  was  received  and  noted.  Hand  vote  in  favor  of  secret  ballot:  Approved--103, 

Opposed — 106. 

Before  voting  on  Article  V,  Moderator  Steuk  explained  that  if  there  were  more  than  seven 
voters  contesting  the  outcome  of  the  vote,  the  vote  must  be  taken  again  by  secret 
ballot.  Vote  taken— by  volume  "Nays"  won.  More  than  seven  voters  contested  the 
decision;  a  secret  ballot  commenced  at  9:02  p.m.  Results  of  the  balloting  were  read 
at  10:09  p.m.  Yes— 118,  NO— 119. 

Article  V  did  not  pass.  Bllots  were  counted  twice  and  immediatley  sealed  and 
locked  in  the  school  safe. 

ARTICLE  VI— Motion  was  made  by  Herbert  Wilson;  seconded  by  Ranee  Collins,  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  one  mill  ion, two  hundred  twenty-five  thousand, seven  hundred 
dollars  ($1,225,700)  for  the  1984-85  year  for  payment  of  salaries,  for  obligations  of  the 
the  district;  to  authorize  the  application  against  said  appropriations  of  such  sums 
as  are  estimated  to  be  received  from  the  state  equalization  fund  together  with  other 
income,  the  school  board  to  certify  to  the  selectmen  the  balance  between  estimated 
revenue  and  the  appropriation,  which  balance  is  to  be  raised  by  taxes  by  the  town. 
Vote  in  the  affirmative. 

ARTICLE  VII— Marc  Smith,  ending  his  term  as  school  board  member,  was  presented  with  a 
placque  from  the  New  Hampshire  School  Boards  Association  by  Herbert  Wilson,  in 
appreciation  for  his  service  to  the  town  of  Greenland. 

Motion  was  made  and  seconded  to  adjourn  the  meeting  at  10:14  p.m.

MINUTES  OF  THE  SPECIAL  GREENLAND  SCHOOL  DISTRICT  MEETING  DECEMBER  6,  1984 

A  meeting  of  the  Greenland  School  District  was  called  to  order  by  Robert  Steuk  at 
8:10  p.m.  on  December  6,  1984.  The  reason  for  the  late  start,  Mr.  Steuk  Said,  was 
that  the  meeting  had  not  been  published  in  a  local  newspaper  one  week  prior,  there- 
fore this  is  an  invalid  meeting.  However,  the  article  for  discussion  is  not  one 
containing  money.  This  meeting  is  a  vote  of  confidence  by  the  town  on  which  way  they 
would  like  the  school  board  to  proceed  on  the  issue  of  the  kindergarten  program.  The 
vote  will  be  taken  by  ballot  as  requested  by  nine  legal  voters  before  the  meeting. 

Herbert  Wilson  stated  that  the  outcome  of  the  meeting  would  be  binding  on  the  board 
as  they  agreed  before  the  meeting. 

Questions  and  statements  from  the  floor  were  then  addressed.  Statements  from  the 
floor  as  to  didn't  the  March  meeting  already  set  the  tone  that  the  town  wished  the 
school  board  to  proceed.  Becky  Thompson  asked  about  the  legal  route  that  had  been 
taken  since  March.  Herb  Wilson  stated  that  the  Department  of  Revenue  Administration 
had  declared  the  recount  invalid.  The  issue  was  then  taken  to  Attorney  Bradley  Kidder 
who  is  currently  following  the  issue  to  the  Superior  Court.  Mr.  Kidder  will  proceed 
with  the  issue  even  if  the  vote  is  negative  this  evening.  Mr.  Kidder  is  proceeding  at 
no  cost  to  the  town. 

Money  issues  were  then  brought  up.  Mr.  Wilson  stated  that  there  may  have  to  be  a 
deficit  appropriation  at  the  March  meeting.  Contracts  have  been  set  for  the  year  with 
the  teacher  and  the  bus  compnay.  The  school  board  is  paying  the  bills  by  moving  line 
items. 

Mr.  Steuk  stated  once  again  in  response  to  a  question  that  the  meeting  was  invalid  and 
that  it  was  up  to  the  school  board  what  action  that  they  would  take  if  the  vote  was 
negative. 

Mr.  Steuk  then  asked  that  Article  I  be  moved,  seconded,  and  approved,  and  proceed  with 
the  discussion  on  that  is  relevant  to  the  issue.  Mr.  Steuk  then  read  the  Article; 
"To  see  if  the  voters  will  approve  the  kindergarten  program  at  the  Greenland  School." 
John  Bracket  moved  the  article;  Philip  Rowe  seconded  the  article. 
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Tom  Brackett  made  a  motion  that  the  discussion  be  limited  to  fifteen  minutes.  Barbara 
Steuk  seconded,  and  it  was  passed  by  a  voice  vote. 

Mr.  Steuk  then  said  that  the  clock  is  running. 

Dr.  Wood  addressed  the  question  as  to  the  progress  being  made  in  the  kindergarten 
classroom. 

Dave  Richards  asked  two  questions,  why  the  funding  was  not  included  in  the  article, 
and  what  is  the  projected  budget  surplus  for  the  year.  Herb  Wilson  said  that  the 
funding  article  would  be  too  long  a  process  as  for  the  surplus  the  high  schol  tuition 
is  also  running  over  the  budget.  David  Richards  then  asked  what  would  happen  if  the 
deficit  appropriation  did  not  go  through  in  March.  Herb  Wilson  said  that  the  issue  would 
have  to  be  handled  in  March. 

Carol  Hawkins  asked  how  much  money  had  been  spent  on  the  program  to  date;  Mr.  Wilson  said 
that  it  was  eleven  thousand  dollars  ($11,000). 

Wendell  Paker  asked  about  the  future  growth  of  the  school  what  would  happen  if  the  rest 
of  the  school  needs  the  space  that  now  housed  the  kindergarten.  Mr.  Wilson  said  that 
this  board  would  discontinue  the  kindergarten,  but  could  not  speak  for  future  boards. 

A  question  was  asked  about  the  saving  of  monies  to  keep  the  kindergarten  going  as 
to  whether  it  would  effect  other  programs  and  classes.  Mr.  Wilson  stated  that  the 
saved  monies  will  come  out  of  non-academic  programs  like  fuel  and  electricity. 

A  question  was  raised  about  the  impact  on  the  first  grade  if  the  kindergarten  was 
disbanned.  Dr.  Wood  said  that  the  first  grade  would  take  over  part  of  the  duties 
of  the  kindergarten. 

A  question  about  private  funding  was  found  not  be  very  practica1.  from  past  experience. 

Bobby  Shelton  said  that  she  felt  the  town  had  a  responsibility  to  the  children  in 
the  program  because  of  the  March  vote. 

Herb  Wilson  stated  again  that  the  board  would  follow  the  will  of  the  people. 

At  8:40  p.m.,  Mr.  Steuk  said  that  the  time  was  up  for  discussion. 

Mr.  Steuk  explained  the  balloting  procedure  and  said  that  polls  would  be  open  for  a 
reasonable  amount  of  time. 

Voting  took  place. 

The  meeting  resumed  at  9:35  p.m. 

The  voting  resulted  in  190  Yes  votes  and  77  No  votes. 

The  Article  passed. 

Motion  was  made  at  9:40  p.m.  by  John  Brackett  and  seconded  by  Frank  Richards  to  adjourn 
the  meeting.

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REPORT  FROM  THE  SUPERINTENDENT 
Daniel  C.  Durgin 

This  past  year  has  been  another  busy,  productive  and  challenging  one.  School  Ad- 
ministrative Unit  Number  50  (  SAU  #50)  continues  to  upgrade  its  administrative  procedures 
and  academic  offerings  through  the  hard  work  and  dedication  of  truly  fine  staff.   I 
will  give  you  a  brief  overview  of  some  of  the  current  activities  in  the  paragraphs 
that  follow. 

Our  Accountability  Committee  voted  last  year  to  rejoin  five  other  school  administrative 
units  and  conduct  our  accountability  testing  cooperatively.  This  is  accomplished 
through  Seacoast  Educational  Services  (SES),  a  collaborative  involving  six  SAU's 
containing  approximately  twenty-seven  separate  school  districts.  We  had  previously 
used  the  SES  test  until  1983  when  we  began  using  the  California  Achievement  Test  (CAT), 
a  standardized  achievement  test  which  already  was  the  backbone  of  our  regular  testing 
program.  This  return  to  the  SES  test  was  prompted  by  a  belief  that  it  gives  more 
clearly  defined  data  for  this  particular  purpose.   Also,  and  perhaps  most  importantly, 
we  can  work  cooperatively  with  the  other  districts  in  upgrading  the  test,  analyzing 
the  results,  and  designing  steps  to  address  the  problem  areas.  A  report  of  our 
accountability  effort  is  contained  elsewhere  in  this  book. 

As  reported  last  year,  improving  students'  ability  to  problem  solve  and  think  critically 
is  one  of  our  primary  goals.  Our  Staff  Development  Committee  (responsible  for  provid- 
ing and  designing  in-service  training  opportunities  for  staff)  identified  its  main 
objective  this  year  as  instructing  teachers  in  methods  of  developing  students'  problem 
solving  and  critical  thinking  skills.  A  workshop  on  this  topic  was  presented  in 
October  and  another  session  on  the  same  matter  will  be  offered  in  April. 

Last  fall  the  superintendent  appointed  a  committee  charged  with  the  responsibility  of 
assessing  and  reviewing  our  staff  evaluation  process,  and  making  appropriate  recommendations 
to  the  superintendent  and  school  boards.  Serving  on  the  committee  are  teachers, 
administrators,  a  school  board  member,  a  parent,  and  an  individual  from  private 
industry.  We  do  a  good  de?l  of  our  work  through  committees  and  the  process  is  not 
unique.  What  sets  this  committee  apart  from  others  is  the  specific  inclusion  of  a 
representative  from  private  industry.   Increasingly,  public  schools  and  the  business 
community  are  joining  together  for  mutual  benefit.  Believing  that  we  can  learn  from 
the  evaluation  methods  employed  in  industry,  Ted  Papoutsy,  a  retired  executive  from 
New  Castle,  was  asked  to  serve  on  the  committee.  We  are  grateful  that  he  has  done  so  and 
we  are  indebted  to  him  for  his  enthusiasm,  commitment,  and  knowledge. 

This  year,  SAU  #50  schools  will  be  participating  in  the  Presidential  Academic  Fitness 
Awards  Program  sponsored  by  the  United  Stated  Department  of  Education  and  strongly 
endorsed  by  the  President.  Students  in  the  exit  (top)  grade  in  each  school  will  be 
recognized  at  the  close  of  the  year.  Criteria  used  to  determine  award  recipients 
are  the  attainment  of  a  B+  average  and  a  score  at  or  above  the  eightieth  percentile  in 
a  standardized  achievement  test.  As  previously  mentioned,  the  California  Achievement 
Test  is  used  in  SAU  #50.  Also,  school  staff  are  permitted  to  select  a  small  number  of 
students  for  the  award  who  have  performed  academically  in  an  exemplary  manner  but  who, 
for  defined  reasons,  did  not  meet  the  criteria.  These  "extraordinary  effort"  awards 
may  not  exceed  ten  percent  of  the  awards  made  under  the  established  criteria. 

An  academic  milestone  occurred  this  past  September  when  each  of  our  four  districts 
started  school  with  a  formal  kindergarten  in  place.   Last  March  (1984)  the  voters  in 
Rye  and  Greenland  were  presented  with  a  warrant  article  at  the  annual  school  district 
meeting  asking  their  position  on  a  kindergarten  program.  Although  Greenland's  initial 
vote  was  very   close  leading  to  some  confusion  and  a  second  meeting,  both  towns  approved 
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the  program  by  significant  margins.  Newington  has  had  a  kindergarten  program  for 
some  time  and  New  Castle  began  its  program  two  years  ago.  Since  both  Greenland 
and  Rye  were  searching  for  kindergarten  teachers,  the  two  conducted  a  joint  search/ 
interview  process  and  each  came  up  with  an  outstanding  person. 

That  cooperative  effort  is  symbolic  of  the  close  relationship  that  exists  among  the 
four  districts.  One  of  our  top  priorities  five  years  ago  was  to  bring  the  districts 
more  closely  together  into  a  cooperating  unit  for  the  mutual  benefit  of  all.  A  close 
professional  relationship  has  developed  among  the  principals  and  a  great  deal  of 
sharing  of  ideas  and  problems,  as  well  as  general  support  occurs  at  that  level. 

Computers  seem  to  be  finding  their  proper  place  in  public  education  and  the  fervor 
to  place  a  computer  before  every  child,  which  gripped  education  a  short  few  years 
ago,  has  given  way  to  a  more  sensible  and  balanced  approach  to  computer  instruction. 
Education  has  a  great  affinity  for  grasping  a  new  trend  and  rushing  headlong  with  ft. 
I  am  pleased  to  say  our  school  boards  and  staff  approached  the  matter  much  more 
cautiously  allowing  us  to  develop  our  program  while  keeping  a  balanced  perspective 
in  terms  of  our  basic  subjects. 

Finally,  each  district  is  presently  involved  in  a  goal  setting  process.  Committees  ii 
each  district  have  been  formed  to  decide  on  the  priorities  to  which  schools  should 
address  themselves.  The  committees  are  comprised  of  citizens  from  the  community, 
teachers,  a  principal,  and  a  school  board  member.   Each  committee  i"s  expected  to 
bring  its  recommendations  to  the  superintendent  and,  in  turn,  the  respective  school 
boards  for  their  ultimate  approval.  Once  the  goals  have  received  school  board 
approval,  they  will  set  the  broad  course  which  the  school  will  pursue. 

I  close  this  report  as  I  did  last  year  asking,  on  behalf  of  all  of  our  staff,  for 
your  support  and  assistance  at  all  times,  and  your  praise  and  constructive  criticism 
whenever  appropriate. 
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PRINCIPAL'S  REPORT 

Greenland  Central  School  opened  the  1984-85  school  year  on  September  4,  1984, 
with  an  enrollment  of  267  pupils.  Thirty-two  professionals  and  para-professionals 
work    together   as    a   team   to  provide   education   for    our   children   in  Greenland. 

At    the   time    of    this   writing  we  have    turned    the  halfway   mark   for   this   school 
year.      The   staff    and   student    activities,    during   the    first  half    of    the  year,  have 
been  many.      It   is    a  pleasure    to  be   able    to   report   these   activities    to  you   and 
give   the   credit    for    their  success    to  the   staff. 

Sports :      Greenland  Central  offers    the    following  extra  curricula  activites   in   the 
area   of   sports:      soccer,    field  hockey,    cross    country,   boys    and   girls   basketball, 
Softball,    baseball,    track   and   field,    and   intramurals.      Approximately    211   students 
are   receiving   instruction   in   these   sports.      It   is    important    that    I    recognize  Mr. 
Robert   Krasko  and   all  of    those  who  assist   him  in  providing   additional   recreational 
activities    for   our   children.      I   am   grateful   for   their  services. 

New  Reading   Program:    All  students   began   a  new   reading  program   together   in   September. 
A  study    of    the   needs    and   the   building   of    a  program   for  Greenland  was    accomplished 
by    a  reading   study   group,    consisting   of    teachers,    last   year.      The    committee   recom- 
mended  the    adoption    of    the    comprehensive   program   authored  by  Dr.    Lee    Indrisano    of 
Boston  University    and   published  by   Ginn  Publishing  Company.      The   program  is   sequen- 
tial in   that    it  begins    instruction   at    the   readiness    level   and    continues    through 
the  entire  skill  spectrum  until  grade   8  where  sophisticated  study  skills   are 
presented. 

Gifted  and  Talented:    The  new  Gifted  and  Talented  Program   consists    of    two  parts. 
The    first   part,    a  mentor  program,   is    for   a  few  gifted   students  who  were   identified 
by   a   developed   identification  procedure.      This   year   there   are   eight   students    in 
grades    3-8.      These   gifted  students   will  work   on   a   one-to-one   basis   with    a  mentor. 
The  instruction  will  be   at   an   advanced   level.      The   second  part   is   a  modular  program. 
All  students    receive   enrichment   instruction    in   one   of  many   interest    areas    each 
Friday    afternoon.      The   instruction   is   provided  by  staff   members    and  volunteers. 

Computer   Education:    Students    in   all   grades    1-8   are   receiving   formal  computer 
instruction    commensurate  with    their   abilities    and   the   availability    of   equipment. 

Building  Maintenance:  Building  maintenance  was  basically  performed  in  the  summer. 
In  the  summer  of  1984  classrooms  were  painted  and  the  entire  building  cleaned  in 
preparation   for   another   school  year. 

Support   Groups /Individuals :    The   Parent-Teacher   Communication   Committee    remains 
active.      Membership    on   that    committee   is    as    follows:       Sherman  Philbrick,    Sandra 
Stowe,   Kathy  Maddock,    Carole   Hawkins,   Margaret   Brooks,   Mary  Mason,   Nancy   Emerson, 
Carol  Ott ,   Sheila  Pratt,  Jane  Bashaw,   Florence   Hudson,   Peter  Price,    Becky  Thompson, 
and  Carl  Wood.      It   is    the  purpose   of   this    committee   to  serve   as    a   laison  between 
the   school   and   the    community.      I   am  impressed  with    the  membership    of    the    committee. 
People   do  communicate   and  it  should  help   make   an  already   good  school  better. 

The   Greenland   Central   School  Volunteer  Program      is   made   up   of   a  goodly   number 
of  school  parents.      Their  services    are   all  encompassing.      It   is    through    the   excellent 
support   of  volunteers,   under   the    leadership    of   Katie  Wentworth   and  Carolyn  Morse, 
that   students    and   staff    at   Greenland   Central   School   are   able    to  receive    additional 
services.      These   services    are  both   academic   and   financial. 
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The  Greenland  Fire  Department  planned  and  presented  an  excellent  program  for 
National  Fire  Prevention  Week.     Children   learned. 

Chief  Karl  Gilbert  and  his  staff  are  most  cooperative  with  me  as  principal. 
Their  awareness  of  school  needs  has  been  beneficial  to  me  as  I  begin  this  admin- 
istration. 

I  would  be   remiss   if   I  did  not   recognize   the   following:      The   School  Board, 
Chairperson  Jane  Gouzoules,   Herb  Wilson,   and  Sherman  Philbrick,   and  Supt.   Daniel 
Durgin  for  their  support   and  for  the   tireless  hours   they   contribute;  Mr.   Philip 
Rowe,   my  predecessor,  who  was   responsible   for  the   good   things    that    are   already 
in  place  at  Greenland  Central;    a  productive  staff  who  cares   about   our   children; 
parents   and  citizens  who  have  helped  me  be   acclimated  to  this  wonderful  town; 
and  Mrs.   Peggy  Pinsonneault   for  her  patience   and  expertise  which  enables  me   to 
formulate  my   decisions. 

As  your  new  administrator  I  share  with  you  twenty-six  years    of  public  school 
and   college  experience.     My   family  and   I   reside  in  Kittery  and   are  easily  accessible 
to  you  by   a  local  telephone   call.     My  philosophy   of  education  can  be  easily   articu- 
lated in  a  few  words:

Films,   pamphlets,    and   discussions    of  health   and  safety   related   topics    are 
given   to  the  students  with   a  new  subject   each  month.      Some    of    these   topics   have 
been:      the  heart,    the    lungs,  winter  safety,    Christmas   electric  safety,    fire  safety, 
smoking,    cancer,   drugs    and   alcohol,    and  blood  pressure. 

March    16  will  be   our  preschool  vision  and  hearing  screening.      Preschool   regis- 
tration will  also  begin  at    this    time. 

Still  being  solidified   are  plans   for   the  CPR   class   for  students    and  staff,    a 
babysitting   course   for  students   in  grades   5-8,    the  bike   rodeo,    and   a  first   aid 
class .

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SCHOOL  ADMINISTRATIVE  UNIT  NO.  50  ACCOUNTABILITY  COMMITTEE  REPORT 


As  we  continue  to  plot  the  curriculum  for  our  students  and  measure  their 
progress,  the  Accountability  Committee  has  begun  to  use  a  different  type  of 
testing.   In  the  fall  of  1984  the  students  in  grades  5  and  8  were  given  a 
criteria  -referenced  test  called  SCORE.   In  this  type  of  test  the  score  is  based 
on  the  actual  number  of  correct  answers;  that  is,  a  score  of  80%  means  that  the 
student  answered  80%  of  the  items  correctly.   This  score  of  80%  would  indicate 
that  the  student  has  achieved  mastery  of  the  subject.   In  previous  years  we  have 
used  the  California  Achievement  Test  to  measure  accountability.   In  this  type  of 
test  a  score  of  80%  means  that  80%  of  the  students  in  the  country  scored  lower 
on  the  test.   The  score  in  no  way  reflects  actual  mastery  of  the  subject. 

We  are  happy  to  report  our  union  scores  in  the  new  test  for  the  fall  of 
1984:

As  you  can  see,  the  total  language  scores,  which  include  reading,  spelling 
and  language  skills,  are  above  the  80%  mastery  level  and  the  math  scores  are 
slightly  below. 

In  math  all  aspects  of  division  (whole  numbers,  fractions,  decimals,  and  word 
problems)  and  subtraction  and  multiplication  of  fractions  appear  to  need  work. 
Other  basic  operations,  including  word  problems,  appear  to  be  much,  improved  over 
last  year.   High  scores  were  also  received  in  capitalization  and  punctuation  as 
well  as  in  some  higher  level  reading  skills  such  as  understanding  characters' 
reasons  and  figures  of  speech.   General  areas  that  appear  to  need  strengthening 
include  reference  skills,  use  of  the  dictionary,  understanding  the  implied  meaning 
of  a  passage,  and  distinguishing  between  fact  and  opinion. 

Detailed  analysis  will  be  made  by  the  math  curriculum  committee  and  the  lan- 
guage arts  curriculum  committee  to  pinpoint  areas  of  weakness.   We  hope  to  bring 
the  math  scores  up  to  80%  level  by  the  fall  of  1986  and  to  strengthen  the  language 
arts  scores  each  year. 

We  have  made  no  attempt  to  compare  our  test  results  on  the  Spring  1984  CAT'S 
to  the  new  SCORE  results.   However,  we  would  like  to  shov  a  3-year  comparison  of 
the  CAT  scores  for  the  town  of  Greenland.

These  percentiles  indicate  consistent  progress  in  overall  gain  in  these  basic 
skills  areas.

Another  aspect  of  our  accountability  testing  is  the  Writing  Sample  for  grade 
8.   This  is  a  regional  testing  program  administered  by  the  Seacoast  Educational 
Services  in  which  essays /stories  from  our  8th  graders  are  holistically  scored  along 
with  papers  from  other  seacoast  towns.   (Holistic  scoring  or  evaluation  involves 
reading  a  piece  of  writing  quickly  to  gain  an  impression  of  the  whole  rather  than 
to  note  details  or  make  corrections.)   It  differs  from  other  types  of  writing 
assessment  because  it  is  a  team  activity.   Trained  teachers  use  a  1,2, 3, 4,  or  X 
scale  for  ranking  papers.   One  equals  low,  four  equals  high  and  an  X  indicates 
that  a  paper  was  not  applicable  or  no  attempt  was  made  to  generate  a  sample.   The 
scores  of  the  two  evaluators  are  added  together.   Therefore,  the  highest  possible 
total  score  is  8.   (This  score  was  then  averaged  to  the  original  analytic  scoring 
scale  of  1-4.)   A  general  evaluation  of  strengths  and  weaknesses  is  made  and  our 
towns  are  graphed  to  show  how  we  compare  to  others  in  the  region.   The  1984  writing 
sample  showed  an  observable  improvement  in  writing  effectively,  particularly  in 
mechanics,  length,  and  use  of  details.   Areas  which  need  work  throughout  the  region 
.include  spelling,  paragraphing,  and  writing  good  endings.   The  language  arts  curricu- 
lum committee  will  dez.l  with  these  specifics.   It  is  interesting  to  note  that  spelling 
again  appears  to  be  a  major  weakness.   It  is  clearly  an  area  which  must  be  addressed 
by  our  committee.

the  curriculum.   It  is  a  challenging  task  but  very  rewarding  when  we  see  the  progress 
made  in  the  past  few  years.

I  have  examined  the  combined  financial  statements  of  the 
individual  fund  and  account  group  financial  statements  of  the 
Greenland  School  District  as  of  and  for  the  fiscal  year  ended 
June  30,  1984,  as  listed  in  the  foregoing  table  of  contents. 
My  examination  was  made  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted 
auditing  standards  and  accordingly  included  such  tests  of  the 
accounting  records  and  such  other  auditing  procedures  as  we 
considered  necessary  in  the  circumstances. 

As  described  in  Note  1  B,  the  combined  financial  statements 
referred  to  above  do  not  include  financial  statements  of  the 
General  Fixed  Asset  group  of  accounts,  which  should  be  included 
to  conform  with  generally  accepted  accounting  principles. 

In  my  opinion,  except  that  omission  of  the  General  Fixed 
Asset  Group  of  accounts  results  in  an  incomplete  presentation 
as  explained  in  the  above  paragraph,  the  combined  financial 
statements  and  the  individual  fund  and  account  group  financial 
statements  referred  to  above  present  fairly  the  financial  posi- 
tion of  the  Greenland  School  District  at  June  30,  1984,  and  the 
results  of  its  operations  for  the  year  then  ended,  in  conformity 
with  generally  accepted  accounting  principles  applied  on  a  basis 
consistent  with  that  of  the  preceding  year. 

My  examination  was  made  for  the  purpose  of  forming  an  opinion 
of  the  combined  financial  statements  taken  as  a  whole  and  on  the 
individual  fund  and  account  group  financial  statements.   The  accom- 
panying financial  information  listed  as  supplemental  schedules  in 
the  table  of  contents  is  presented  for  purposes  of  additional  analysis 
and  is  not  a  required  part  of  the  combined  financial  statements  of  the 
Greenland  School  District.   The  information  has  been  subjected  to  the 
auditing  procedures  applied  in  the  examination  of  the  combined,  indi- 
vidual fund  and  account  group  financial  statements,  and  in  my  opinion, 
is  fairly  stated  in  all  material  respects  in  relation  to  the  combined 
financial  statements  taken  as  a  whole.
